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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed March 25, 2003 have been fully considered but have not 
been found to be persuasive. 

1 . Applicant argues, on page 8 of Paper No. 23, that amended Claim 1 overcomes the prior 
art of record. However, Claim 1 prior to amendment did not contain the limitation 'a method of 
reducing absorption of flavoring' the claim, furthermore, contained the limitation 'whereby 
placement of said further layer of said non - polar thermoplastic polyolefin resin filled with talc 
inwardly of said core barrier layer relative to the flavored good reduces the absorption of flavor 
molecules.' The amendment therefore raises new issues, which to be completely addressed 
would require further search and consideration, and the amendment has therefore not been 
entered. Even if the amendment was entered, the amended claim would not overcome the 
rejection, because the exact physical and chemical nature of the 'flavoring' is unclear. 

Applicant also argues, on page 9, that the rejection is improper because Table 1 of the 
specification discloses a barrier layer which comprises no platelet filler. However, as discussed 
on page 2 of the previous Action, the Table only refers to one platelet filler, namely talc. 
Therefore, while the table discloses a barrier layer which comprises no talc, it does not exclude 
other platelet fillers such as clay and mica.
